Californians Killed by Indians on the 
Plains. 
[From the San Francisco Pulletin ] 

George Davis, of New York, who has ar- 
rived in this city overland, via the South Pass, 
informs us that on June 17th, while passing up 
the Sweetwater river,near South Pass, his party 
discovered a man named C. H. Hall, lying in 
the road mortally wounded. They took him up 
and carried bim on with them till June 19th, 
when he died. From the wounded man Mr. 
Davjs obtained the following narrative, which 
he bas kindly furnished us: 

Ou April goth, Mr. C. H. Hall, of Cincinnati, 
Obio, George Stephenson, of Pittsburg, Penn- 
sylvania, and David Moere, of Lancaster coun- 
ty, Penn.,and Capt. Henry Florence, of Carlisle, 
Pennsylvania, lett Sacramento with the intention 
of going to the East overland. After reachi 
the Sweetwater river on the 15th,Moore fell sie 
and the party halted in a canon on the banks of 
the river, about fifty miles from South Pass. 
On the third day of their halt, they were sur- 
prised by a party of Crow Indians, 

They were all sleeping,when the Indians stole 
in upon their camp, and seizing the guns fired 
upon the — killidy Stephenson and 

oore, and ly wounding Hall, who was shot 
througt the shoulder and bip. Capt. Florence 
sprang apon an Indian who carried 8 club. At 
this point of the affair, Hall fainted. When he 
returned to consciousness again, he found that 
the tent was rifled of its contents aod himself 
stripped of all of his clothing. Upon turning 
his eyes aside, he saw Capt. * standing 
bound hand and foot about ten yards distant, 
and the Indians — 41 a co in their own 
language a few yards further off. In a short 
time they led Capt. Florence away, and soon 
afterwards Hall heard the tramping of horses. 

The Indians had gone off with their prisoner, 
leaving Hall, whom they su to be dead, 
without clothing or food. Although mortally 
injured, he managed in the course of a couple 
of days to walk half a mile and reached the main 
road, where he fell and remained two day 
ht or Mr. Davis and his party passed aud picked 

im up. 

The party spent some time seeking for the 
Indians and Captain Florence, but without avail. 
All that could be found was a trail leading in 
the direction of the Crow nation, Capt. Flor- 
ence belonged to the Masonic fraternity.
